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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) ' The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Seong 
(U.S. Patent # 5,675,485). 

Seong disclose the claimed invention a method for controlling a switch connected in 
series with a primary coil of transformer (figure 2-5), including a power controller (figure 
3), a drive signal (figure 3, item 2715), a modulation signal (figure 3, item 2714), a 
switching -on pulse within a range (column 4, line 45-65). 

3. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wolf 
(U.S. Patent #5,940,281). 

Wolf disclose the claimed invention a method for controlling a switch connected in 
series with a primary coil of transformer (figure 3), including a power controller (figure 3, 
item 10), a drive signal (figure 3, item 33), a modulation signal (figure 3), a switching - 
on pulse within a range (column 2, line 35-65). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 6-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wolf (U.S. Patent # 5,940,281) in combination with Kernahan et al. (U.S. Patent # 
6,825,644). 

Wolf discloses claimed inventions explained in the claims 1-7, above, except the 
utilization of the technique for setting of pulse duration, random signal, a weighting 
circuit and weighted control signal. Kernahan et al. teaches the utilization of the similar 
technique for a, random signal, a weighting circuit and weighted control signal (column 
67, line 1-50 and column 8 and 9 line 2 — 70 and 1-30 respectively). It would have been 
obvious one having an ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify seong's controller by technique taught by Kernahan et al. for the purpose of 
providing great amount of power at a prescribed voltage with a relatively small sized 
transformer. Further in regards to claims 8-10, Wolf in combination with Kernahan et al. 
disclose the claimed subject matters. It would have been obvious to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to select a setting for the first 
pulse duration and the second pulse duration, since it has been held that discovering an

"optimum" or "preferred" value for a result effective variable involves only routine skill in 
the art. In re Boesch, 61 7 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1 980).
